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1 . The response of the applicant has been read and given careful consideration. The 
applicant has perfected priority through the certified translations provided. The rejections below 
are withdrawn based upon the arguments, the perfection or priority and the amendments to the 
claims. 

2. Claims 4 and 5 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c), as being of improper dependent 
form for failing to further limit the subject matter of a previous claim. Applicant is required to 
cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or 
rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

These embodiments are already precluded by the limitation of claim 1 (ie the interface 
layer cannot be in contact with the substrate) and further, the interference and reflection films are 
already introduced. 

3. The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created doctrine 
grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the unjustified or 
improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent and to prevent possible 
harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
is appropriate where the conflicting claims are not identical, but at least one examined 
application claim is not patentably distinct from the reference claim(s) because the examined 
application claim is either anticipated by, or would have been obvious over, the reference 
claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re 
Goodman, 1 1 F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re LongU 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); In re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 1982); In re 
Vogel All F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970); and In re Thorington, 418 F.2d 528, 163 
USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) or 1.321(d) may 
be used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double patenting 
ground provided the conflicting application or patent either is shown to be commonly owned 
with this application, or claims an invention made as a result of activities undertaken within the 
scope of a joint research agreement.

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4. Claims 9-21 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claiml-10 of copending Application No. 10/976367 
(US 2005/0106353). Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because it would have been obvious to use a noise reduction film of Ce 
or Hf oxides as recited in claim 1 and to have the other layers recited in claim 8 which is directly 
dependent upon claim 1. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the conflicting 
claims have not in fact been patented. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The structure described in claim 1, where the interface films are Hf oxides and other dielectric 
layers are present between these interface layers and other structural elements. The structure 
described in claim 9, where the interface films are Hf or Ce oxides and present in the multiple 
recording layer media having a semitransparent film, a two phase change films and a heat 
sink/reflective layer.
